'Down to Earth: 


Circular 15-Foot Area Considered Sufficient Space for Backyard Fruit Tree 


By TERRY LEE 

More about truit trees, as sever- 
al readers have asked questions 
about planting suggestions and 
spraying times. 

A circular area with a diameter 
of 15 feet is considered sufficient 
space for a back yard fruit tree by 
the county agricultural depart- 
ment and the eight Peninsula nur- 
series I called. 

Certainly the apple will become 
a larger tree than the pear, but 
this spacing of 15 feet from trunk 
to trunk is a nice general rule, 


;or four different fruit trees are 
| planted. In the commercial orch- 
ards, apple trees are spaced 20 to 
24 feet apart, and pear trees are 
as close as 16.

ly dormant. Often we have warm 


weather late in January and buds} 


begin to swell. 

The peach tree needs more at- 
tention, as fruit forms on the pre- 
vious year’s growth. The apricot 
does form fruit spurs which last 
5-4 years, so new wood needs to be| 
encouraged (by removing  one- 
third to one-half of the new wood) 
so there will be a succession of 
new spurs.

growth in this area, and unless 
kept in check, will bear fruit too 
high on the tree and make such 
dense shade new spurs will not

The side branches of fruit trees 
should be encouraged so the cen- 
ter can be kept open and light. 
Diseased, broken, crossing branch- 
es and suckers (abnormally long 
branches that shoot straight up 
from an old branch or below the 
trunk graft) should always be re- 
moved. | 

The county agricultural depart- 
ment explains that the time ,to 
spray peach trees to prevent leaf 
curl is when the “buds begin to 
show color,” which is just about 
the time they start to crack. This 
should be an easy way for the 
!home gardener to determine the 
| right timing, as all he needs to see 
is the beginning aura of color 
about his tree. 

Selection of fruit trees is a 
personal matter, and the garden- 
er should determine what fruits
